NO OPPOSITION FORESEEN 


Share* Platform Honor* at Luncheon 
With Dr. W’entz, Who Briefly Re- 
view* Objects of All Wars. 


“We had a war to end war; but it 
didn’t. 
There have 
been 
twelve 
war* since.” 
Major General Hanson E. Ely, com­ 
mander of the first unit of United 
States soldiers to attack the Ger­ 
man line in the World War, 
ro de­ 
clared before the Gettysburg Rotary 
Club at its regualr weekly luncheon 
Monday evening at tne Hoffman Ho­ 
tel. 
He ardently championed America’s 
espousal of 
t h e cause of universal 
justice, but in the same breath he 
called for a policy of preparedness 
which will permit the United States 
t o hack up it* demand for justice to 
all nations by force. 
A giant in 
stature, 
With 
great, 
I i ad shoulders fitting neatly into the 
snug lines of the army khaki, General j 
Ely typifies the common ideal of an 
American army commander. 
Tow­ 
ering over the luncheon tables, and 
the group of Gettysburg business and 
professional men about 
them, 
this * 
hero of the world conflict, whose deeds 
on the battlefield are still vividly re­ 
called and whose name will ever he 
closely associated by historians with 
major engagements of the war of 
democracy, urged the necessity 
of 
iiii-ngthemng the m ilitary arm of t h e . 
government ami flayed the extreme 
pacifist who declares he will never 
support warfare 
regardless of 
the 
cause. 
“W’hen we undertake to say that 
we will not support our nation in time 
of war, we are traitors 
or dollar 
chasers,” he emphatically declared. 
Other Nation** Jealous 
He hinted at the menace of future 
wars of aggression against the United 
States. 
“Other nations are jealous of us; 
jealou s of our freedom and are anx­ 
ious to enter within our borders to 
enjoy the liberty and luxuries that 
are ours by inheritance,” he asserted. I 
To illustrate hi* assertion that wars 
are still going on, he cited the recent i 
achievement of the Turkish troops. 
“Three hundred thousand Turkish j 
troops, armed and eager for conquest,, 
despite the warning of the Allies that 
they shall not, carried out their threat 
to invade Europe. 
The nation mem­ 
bers of the World Court were sick of 
war,” he asserted, and he intimated 
that they did not have either the re­ 
source* or the moral courage to hack 
up their warning to the Turks with 
force. 
And the Turks knew it. 
He 
urged a “reasonable ability” to de- j 
fend “not only our own nation, but 
to back up our intention to demand 
justice for all nations with an or­ 
ganized army and reserve.” 
“ Let the bloodthirsty nations know 
that we will back up our demands for 
justice to all with might, if neces­ 
sary,” he challenged. 
“With a population of more than 
110,000,000 persons in 
the 
United 
States, this country ought to he able 
to put an army of 20,000,000 men in 
the field,” he said.

such attack, uof eveu weeds which are 
often thought to be blessed with im­ 
munity from enemies; but tim grasses 
including the small grains and corn, 
are less subject to devastation than 
most of the ytber*. 
By using these 
resistant crops Iii a rotation, it is pos­ 
sible to keep down tile number of tile 
pests in the soli as the nematodes will 
die out In lurge numbers if a crop, un­ 
desirable 
from 
their 
standpoint, 
is 
grown on the ground for a year or 
two. 
It is necessary, however, to keep 
down tile weeds, because the nomas 
live in the routs of a large number 
of them. 
Even a weed that Is not bad­ 
ly infested will carry over the infec­ 
tion from year to year, and it does 
not take long for a few of the pests 
to repopulate the soil wheu a suscepti­ 
ble crop is growing in It. Allowing two 
months to each generation, which I* 
ample, a pair of gall nemas will have 
five to ten million descendants in six 
months, should all survive. 
These root-knot producers do the 
most damage in a light, sandy soil, as 
it Is easier for them to make their way 
through it from root to root and they 
are moved about more readily by tile 
flow of soil water. 
In real heavy clay 
soils tile pest Is sometimes of little 
Importance, though it may exist there. 
Sometimes it becomes worse when a 
soil is lightened up by adding manure 
o r by opening it with green crops 
turned under and by thorough culti­ 
vation. 
Attacks Variety o f Crops. 
Among tile many crops stacked by 
the root-knot nematode, lite most Im­
